Tinted Notepaper. 


I wonder if those people who like to use 
tinted notepaper realiso how much safer 
it is to write letters on paper of plain 
white, or even cream. Quite probably a 
psychologist could make a good deal of the 
preferences shown by apparently serious- 
minded people for notepaper of pale green 
or mauve; but even the most practical 
letter-writer may use the shade known as 


“ 


ure.’’ 
ew many of us know that by sending 
a sheet of ‘‘azure’’ notepaper to an 
acquaintance we are committing ourselves 
to the declaration: “ I should like to love 
you?” As a declaration it is cautious, 
to be sure, but the fact remains that a 
sheet of blue notepaper, even though it 
has no writing on it, means just that. 
Pale-pink paper goes a good deal further, 
and the receipt of a letter of that shade 
tells the recipient plainly: “I love you 
dearly.” Green notepaper conveys the 
message: “I hope you will love me”’; 
but the paper that is tinted yellow alwavs 
means dismissal. 

It is still possible to buy boxes of 
stationery that include all these shades. 
though they are not so popular as they 
were years ago. The holiday-maker who 
does not want the bother of writing letters 
to those at home may still fold a blank 
sheet of pink, or blue or green notepaper, 
and so send his message without any more 
trouble than the addressing and stamping 
of an envelope. 


Heather Honey. 


Perhaps, the greatest charm of a moun- 
tain walk, particularly to the town- 
dweller, is the almost perfect silence of 
the moors, rarely broken by the ripple of 
a stream or the flutter of a startled bird. 
When I crossed the Featherbed the other 
day there was scarcely a sound to be 
heard save the hum of innumerable bees, 
as they gathered the last harvest of the 
heather. I had often heard that heather 
honey does actually intoxicate insects, and 
consequently I was not surprised to find 
that a good many of the bees had, un- 
doubtedly, taken more than was good for 
them. Some missed the heather bells 
entirely and clung aimlessly to the stalks, 
until they fell on their backs and lay 
rolling helplessly on the ground. After 
a little while they seemed to recover and 
sailed off uncertainly into another clump 
of heather. Possibly. these were young 
and inexperienced bees; I imagine that 
the adults of the tribe have acquired 
strong heads, like the three-bottle men of 
old, through long and assiduous practice. 
The riot among the heather must rank as 
a kind of apiarian spree, compared with 
which the cultivated gardens of the low- 
lands would be about as exciting as a 
soda-fountain. We should be thankful, 
therefore, for. the bees who can carry 
their liquor, since there is no form of 
honey more delicious than that which is 
gathered from the moors.

Chemists assembled at the British Pharma- 
ceutical Conference, which opened at 
Aberdeen yesterday, laughed heartily when 
Mr. J. P. Gilmour, editor of the Pharma- 
ceutical Journal, told how a tribe in Uganda 
cure abcesses. ' 

Herbs, he said, were obtained from the 
medicine man, rubbed on the swelling, and 
then. buried under a pathway, over which 
people passed. The first person who steps 
over the buried herbs contracts the disease, 
and the original p*tient recovers. 

Mr. Gilmour added : ‘‘ Similar methods are 
still current in some country places, such as 
the belief that the ‘worms’ which seem to 
appear when heated henbane seeds are used 
as a toothache cure carry away pain, and 
that if warts are rubbed with a piece of 
bacon, and this is then inserted in the slit 
of an ash tree, the warts will disappear, but 
will come out on the bark of the tree as 
rough excrescences, or knobs.”’

LORD LURGAN’S BROTHER. 


Lieutenant-Colonel the Hon. John Roderick 
Brownlow, King’s Royal Rifle Corps (re- 
tired), of 101 Mount street, Berkeley square, 
W., London, who saw service in South Africa 
and during the Great War, and who died on 
August 6th last, aged 66 years, second son 
of the second Baron Lurgan, and brother 
of the present baron, left estate of the gross 
value of £113,824, with net personaltv 
£113,470.

After the First Gospel the sermon was 
preached by the Very Rev. Dr. Ryan, D.D., 
D.Ph., B.A., Professor of Catholic Theology 
in Queen’s University, Belfast, who took for 
his text “‘ In the sight of the Universe they 
seemed to die, their departure was taken for 
misery, and their going away from us for 
utter destruction. But they are in peace.” 
(The Book of Wisdom iii., 2-3) He said it 
would seem that God had given to Ireland 
alone amongst the nations of the early Church 
the glory of the Faith without the cross of 
martyrdom: Thalior without Golgotha. But 
the cross was only deferred, and when it came 
it was heavy. If she could boast no martyrs 
as.the seed of Faith she was called upon to 
suffer three centuries of martyrdom as the 
price of it. That martyrdom reached its 
climax in the seventeenth century—a century 
which marked a turning point in Irish history. 
The policy of England, as expressly stated by 
Parsons, was not to leave a Catholic alive in 
the land. The assassination of a whole people 
was not to be lightly borne, and in 1641 
Ireland rose in her wrath. 


The preacher then briefly sketched the life. 
work and death of Archbishop Plunkett, and 
said that in all the glorious line of prelates 
there was none so instrumental in saving the 
Faith as the martyred Archbishop of Armagh. 
History had slowly but surely done him 
justice. Many. in that congregation had been 
present in the Consistorial Hall of the 
Vatican on the memorable St. Patrick’s Day 
of 1918 when Benedict XV. gave the Church’s 
solemn recognition to his martyrdom, a 
martvrdom so clearly proved that the neces- 
sity for miracles was dispensed with. Many 
were also “present on tha bright 
May morning in 1920 when the Beatification 
took place in St. Peter’s, and when the 
martyr of Tyburn, meant for a felon’s grave, 
was raised to the honours of the altar. 

But twelve years had come and gone sincethen, 
and he asked had they taken full advantage of 
that solemn recognition of the Church. Had 
they done their part in hastening as far as 
they could that canonisation to which they all 
looked forward? It was in the hope that 
every Irish Catholic would put these questions 
to himself seriously that that celebration had 
been organised by the Union which gloried 
in his name, and which was endeavouring to 
hasten Blessed Oliver's canonisation, and to 
crown with success the labours of the present 
Rector of the Irish College in Rome, Mon- 
signor Curran, the Postulator of the Cause. 


This year was. varticularly appropriate for 


such an effort. It was the fifteenth centenary 
year of the coming of St. Patrick. It was 
the year of the Eucharistic Congress, in which 
they were privileged to be the host of the 
Catholic world in a superb act of adoration 
around the central mystery of that faith. 
“As we look back on the past we have a 


right to acclaim the great events of this year 


as marking an epoch in.the Catholic renais- 
sance in Ireland, but,” said Dr. Rvan, “let 
us not forget there was a time in Cromwell’s 
day when all seemed lost, and if we have won 
the battle, if to-day we see practically an 
entire nation enthusiastic in its loyalty to the 
old faith, it is due largely, under God, to the 
works of the Blessed Oliver Plunk:'s during 
as is and to the inspiring example of his 
death.

REPORT TO THE DUBLIN 
CHAMBER OF COMMERCE, 


The monthly meeting of the Council of 
the Dublin Chamber of Commerce was 
held on Monday, with the President, Mr. 
D. J. Cogan, in the chair. 

Arrangements were made for the Octo- 
ber general meeting of the members, which 
will be held at the end of October— 
probably on Friday, October 28th. 

The secretary reported that, although 
the amendments to the Control of Manu- 
factures Bill suggested by the Chamber 
had been defeated in the Committee stage, 
the Government had introduced three of 
them on report. 

By one of these amendments partner- 
ships would be placed in the same posi- 
tion as companies—that is to say, they 
would be deemed to be nationals for the 
purpose of the Act if more than half of 
the capital is beneficially owned by an in- 
dividual who is, or two or more in- 
dividuals each of whom is at the time, a 
national of Saorstat Eireann. 

By another, shares held by a company 
would be deemed to be held by a national 
if more than one-half of the issued shares 
of the company are at the time held by 
nationals of Saorstat Eireann. 

The Chamber had been anxious to have 
the bill amended, so as to prevent busi- 
nesses in existence prior to June Ist, 
1932, from being restricted in their ac- 
tivities. 

The Senate had secured an amendment 
allowing such companies to do anything 
which was a reasonable extension of the 
business. 

The Senate had also added an impor- 
tant paragraph which permitted a busi- 
ness in existence prior to June Ist, 1952, 
to be turned into a company, provided 
more than one-half of the capital re- 
mained in the possession of the beneficial 
owners prior to June Ist, 1952. 

Some other business was transacted, 
and the secretary reported on a visit from 
Monsieur Pierre Vasseur, the Director of 
the International Chamber of Commerce,

SOME STRIKING FIGURES. 
The report of the Ministry of Education 


fin Northern Ireland for the year 1931/32 


contains some striking figures. 

The emolment cf pupils have risen by 
about 5.000, and the daily. attendance by 
over 21,000 during the past ten years, while 
the numver of public élementary ‘schools in 
ii has decreased from 2. to 1,868. 

here hay been an increase in the number of 
large schools (with an average attendance +f 
240 or more pupils) from 96 to 155, while, 
on the other hand, very small schools funder 
40 average) have decreased from 666 to 486. 
The number of old schools clesed sinee 1922 
is about 300. Eighty new schools have been 
erected, and over 330 others have been en- 
largéd or substantially improved. 7 

While, i. 1922, 15 per cent. of the teachin 
staff were rated as below the efficient stand- 
ard, this figure has steadily declined to less 
than ó per cent. in 1931. Two chief causes 
are given : the gradual retirement of elderly 
téachers who had few opportunities of frain- 
ing or studying in the past, and the careful 
system cf probationary service establishéd by 
the Ministry, which practically debars in- 
efficient entrants to the profession from re- 
Maining permanently in the service, 

In secondary education the progress has 
| marked. The number of pupils 
has increased from 8,677 in 1923 to 12 in 
1951, an increase of more than 40 per cent.

Shops and Setvice. 


A Commission of Inquiry, established 
by the Free State Government, will 
be asked to report on the advisa- 
bility of a system of registration for shops. 
The purpose of the inquiry is not obscure. 
If it is to serve any useful function, it 
must decide whether at present the Free 
State is served by too many retail shops ; 
and the adoption of a system of registra- 
tion will guard against the continuance 
of an excess, if there should prove to be 
On this question there cannot 
be two minds. The [ribunal on Prices, 
constituted by the late Government, 
reported in 1927 that there were 42,565 
shops in the Free State—that is to say, 
one shop to every 70 persons. England 
has only one shop to every 97 of her 
population; Denmark possesses one to 
every 91, Holland one to every 116, 
Norway one to every 152, Switzerland one 
to every 176. Unless all of these coun- 
tries are under-provided with shops, it 
appear that the Free State 
be grossly over-provided. Con- 
can have improved 
anything, there are 

than existed. then. 
We may expect that the new Com- 
mission will recommend a considergble 
reduction of the number of ‘retail shope: 
in the Free State, and that the méáns 
will be found in a system of comptilsory 
registration, which will require that every:

such a sum. These conditions may. he 
imposed on existing shops, or only new 
shops may be required to conform to

There are dangers in this procedure. - It 
is yet another instance of the Government's 
increasing tendency to interfere in the 
private affairs of Free State citizens. 
Furthermore, the system could not be 
applied immediately without grave hard- 
ship to a large number of deserving people. 
At the same time, the evils of this excess 
of shops are so many and so serious that 
reform manifestly is The 
Greater Dublin area must have a higher 
proportion of tiny retail shops than any 
city under the sun. According to the 
1926 census, it contained in that -year 
almost exactly half as many shopkeepers 
as shop assistants—a fact which indicates

We might expect that the competition 
of a great number of shcps would tend 
to reduce prices; but the 1927 Tribunal 
offered a different findiag. Prices are not 
very low in Dublin, by reason of its host 
of shops, but very high; and the Tribunal 
decided that prices were fixed at a level 
which allowed the least. efficient shop to 
live. T‘oubtless, all manner of undesir- 
able circumstances contribute to the sur- 
vival of the little shop. The back-street 
housewife—or roomwife—who wishes to 
purchase in a large shop must pay ready 
cash for what she requires, Frequently 
one or another of the. little local shops 
will allow her credit, but she will pay 
dearly for it in the form of enhanced 
prices. However efficient the hational 
system of shop inspection may be, it 
manifestly cannot work as thoroughly 
in the back streets as un the more respect- 
able shops. It cannot demand the same 
standards from a slum shop, infested with 
dust and exhalations, that it requires’ 
from the larger, roomier, more thoroughly 
ventilated establishment. No doubt, the 
smallest of the small shopkeepers make 
an honest effort to keep their goods and 
premises clean; but the dice are loaded 
heavily against them. There is only one 
remedy for such evils, and that is the 
gradual elimination of the tiny shops, or, 
preferably, their coalescence into larger 
concerns. A register, based upon strict 
conditions, ought to inspire this reform.

Yet we may question 
whether tha City Council’s frankly ‘ex- 
pressed acceptance of the principle of 
‘‘ vre-housing the same population in the 
same locality,’’ which is so necessary in 
London, is wholly applicable to Dublin, 
where distances are shorter. The ideal 
solution surely is to leave only the irre- 
ducible minimum in city “ barracks.’’

The Flying Family. 

By: this time, no doubt, Mr. ahd Mrs. 
George Hutchinson; of Richmond, Vir- 
ginia, have ceased to regard their flying- 
boat adventure as ‘‘a restful holiday.’’ 
‘The amphibian machine, which carried 
Mr. and Mrs. Hutchinson. their two 
daughters, aged eight and six, and a crew 
,of four men, left New York on August 
23rd, with the intention to fly to London, 
by way of Newfoundland, .. Labrador, 
Greenland and Iceland.: Almost from the 
start the flight was madé perilous by bad 
weather. After several delays through fog, 
the machine reached Gothaab, in Green- 
land, on September 2nd, and here Mr. 


1 Hutchinson was fined £50 for breach of an 


administrative ban. Proceeding round the 
coast of Greenland, the machine had 
reached, last Sunday, a point some twelve 
miles from Angmagsalik, when. it made 
a forced “ landing ’’ in the sea. It sent 
forth an S.O.S. appeal for help, and 
Pose yesterday—the rest was silence. 
uverybody in Greenland and in Green- 
land waters—natives, Englishmen, Danes, 
Germans and Norwegians—rushed to the 
rescue ; for the fate of two little children, 
adrift in a helpless aeroplane on an icy 
sea, did not bear contemplation. As the 
hours passed, hope almost failed; but 
yesterday the party was found, alive and 
unhurt, on a barren coast by the British 
steam trawler Lord Talbot, and was taken 
to Angmagsalik. We hope that to-day Mr. 
Hutchinson is a grateful and penitent 
man—grateful for his family’s wonderful 
escape from death, and for the rescuers’ 
splendid work; penitent for the dreadful 
risks in which he involved his children, 
and for the trouble and anxiety which 
he has inflicted on many busy men. It is 
announced that three Americans left New 
York yesterday on a flight to Rome, and 
that one of them, a woman, proposes to 
make a parachute jump over. Florence

Lancelot Andrewes, 


At the end of this month well-deserved 
honour will be paid to a man whose in- 
fluence on English literature and thought, 
although his name has been forgotten by 
most, has been almost without parallel. 
This man was Lancelot Andrewes, Dean of 
Westminster under Queen Elizabeth, in 
turn Bishop of Chichester, Ely and Win- 
chester, and probably translator-in-chief 
of the Authorised Version of the Bible. 
Dr. Andrewes’s claim to pre-eminence 
among the fifty-four joint translators of 
the Authorised Version in 1611 is inferred 
by most experts from his known supremac 
at the time in language; scholarship an 
theology. If this claim is admitted, the 
debt of thanks due to Lancelot Andrewes 
scarcely can be exaggerated. The grandeur 
of the Authorised Version’s’ style is ré- 
cognised by Christian and pagan alike ; it 
has inspired the highest flights of litera- 
ture and has comforted the humblest 
home. Indeed, it has achieved the almost 
impossible in its endowing of what often is 
unintelligible to the simple mind with a 
dignity. which suggests the meaning that 
is only half revealed. Large portions of 
the Prophets and the Revelation are in- 
stances of this accomplishment. The

Mr. H. G. Haig, the Secretary of the 
Home Department, declared that no 
Government could allow individuals to 
coerce it by a threat of direct action. 

Mr. Ramaswami Ayer, the leader of the 
House, announced that “ opportunities 
will, no doubt, arise for Mr. Gandhi to 
put forward his point of view and try to 
effect the change of opinion which he hopes 
for, but the change in opinion must be 
such as will fall within the terms of the 
Premier’s announcement.”’ 

This statement is generally taken tos 
mean that Mr. Gandhi will be rcleased 
from Yeravda Jail as soon as he begins his 
‘ fast unto death.’’ 

Rao Bahadur M. C. Rajah, the De- 
pressed Classes member, declared that his 
community stood for a common electorate,

He asked all to make 
an effort to save the life of “ the greatest 
Indian of our time.”

“a person honestly trying to negotiate 
on equal terms, and giving his opponent 
credit for his honesty; but bearing in 
mind Mr. Gandhi’s threat it must also 
be remembered that millions of the de- 
pressed classes have died over the last

Mr. V. J. Patel, who is now in Lon- 
don, has sent a cable to Mr. Gandhi ask- 
ing him to reconsider his decision. 

Mr. Patel said to a reporter: ' Per- 
conally, I deplore this decision, holding 
the view I do that the Mahatma—as the 
whole world is aware—has dedicated his 
life to the service of the oppressed and 
depressed millions of the world, and he 
has no right to take back what, he has 
already gi.en away by terminating his 
life:in this manner. 

“TIT am of opinion that his disappear- 
ance would be a greater loss to hundreds 
of millions, whose eyes are turned

pronouncement. The threat is regarded as 
an effort to make his political opponenis 
bow to his commands, but on this occa- 
sion it is highly improbable that Mr. 
Gandhi will i á to endure interference 
if he decides upon martyrdom. The 
British Government, in any event, ought 
to escape opprobrium ; for it is standing 
firmly against Mr. Gandhi 's threats in the 
interests of the depressed classes of India. 
who, without its.aid, would continue to 
be oppressed. by every caste and race. 
The depressed classes number about 
35,000,000 out of the 257,000,000 in British 
India. Gandhi neither can find a solu- 
tion which will give these oppressed mil- 
lions the opportunity to be heard nor ac 
cept the British Government’s reasonable 
solution. 


Quicker Goods Transport. 


As the latest development of its big 
salesmanship '“ drive, ' the London, Mid- 
land and Scottish Railway announces th: 
introduction of a system of one-day freight 
transits to and from the outer suburban 
districts of London, Birmingham and 
Manchester. This development means that 
traffic from all the main stations on the 
system will reach the outer suburbs of 
these districts on the day after despatch, 
and in the reverse direction a similarly 
rapid service will be provided for 
originating traffic. The scheme has been 


'undertaken in order to ensure that, as 


far as possible, freight customers in the 
suburbs shall receive as rapid a service 


| as those whose premises are situated mor” 


centrally. . Fast road motor services wil! 
be utilised where necessary to transport 
goods between outlying districts and the 
central freight dépóts, where the traffic 
will be loaded directly on or off the express 
goods trains. 


Empire Broadcasting. 


Major Gladstone Murray, the Assistant 
Controller of the B.B.C., may leave 
shortly for Canada to act in an advisory 
capacity to the new Canadian Broadcast- 
ing Commission which the Government is 
about to launch. Thig proposed appoint- 
ment will be welcomed“by Canadians, who 
were unanimous in their appreciation 
when Major Murray went there recently 
as the B.B.C.’s expert witness before the 
Government Committee inquiring into the 
proposal to run Dominion broadcasting 
on B.B.C. lines. The proposal is that 
Major Murray shall; be lent by. the B.B.C. 
to the Canadian Commission to advise 
during the inception period. Thus Britain. 
as it appears, has not lost his services 
permanently. 


Hope for Shipping. 


The first signs of real improvement in 
the shipping industry noticed for many 
months are reported from the Thames and 
the Tyne. Progress is slow, but appears 
to be continuous, and a well-known owner 
of trading steamers says that owing to 
the improvement he has been able to keep 
two more ships in employment which 
otherwise would have been laid up. No 
fewer than fifteen ships, aggregating some 
thirty thousand tons, have been moved 
from their laying-up stations in the Tyne, 
and have been prepared for work after 
many months of idleness. This is due in 
part to the fact that coal and coke ship- 
ments at the Tyne docks last week were 
round about fifty thousand tons—the 
heaviest figure since last December. 


Dearer Petrol. 


An increase in the price of petro] of 
threepence a gallon comes into operation 
at midnight’; the advance includes benzole 
and benzole mixture. This increase follows 
upon the ratification by the Rumanian oi! 
fields of the agreements reached at the U1! 
Conference at Paris in July. It was 
thought that no advance would be mad 
while the Russians remained outside the 
agreement, but the petrol combine have 
taken the chance, regarding the competi-

panies declare that, with prices lower than 
they had ever been, and with no diminu- 
tion in taxation, only an immediate rise 
in prices could place the industry on a 
sound basis.

It is concluded to-da) 
that Lord Wakefield does not intend to 
give up the support of aviation—another 
pursuit which he has backed for years. Ít 
was in 1924 that he first showed practical 
interest in the coming of the British light 
aeroplane by entering a machine for the 
King’s Cup air race, which Sir Alan 
Cobham flew for him successfully. Then 
came a long series of generous gilts to 
British and Dominion airmen. He pre 
sented Mr. Mollison with the aeroplane for 
his first attempt on the Australian 
“t record,” and, when he crashed, promptly 

ave him another. Those who know Lord 

akefield believe that the factor of the 
greatest influence in his decision is the 
extreme danger attendant on motor-boat 
racing, and that he was inclined to 
abandon the sport when Sir Henry Segrave 
was killed on Lake Windermere in 1950.

THREE HOURS TO SAVE 
EIGHT PERSONS. 


From REUTER 8 CORRESPONDENT. 
i OSLO, Tuesday. 
HANKS to the unceasing efforts and 
endurance of the crew of the British 


trawler Lord Talbot, the ‘‘ Flying Family ” } 


of Mr. George Hutchinson, of Richmond 
(Virginia), were to-day rescued safe and 
unharmed from the Arctic ice at Iterusak, 
a desolate part of the Greenland coast. 

They were first discovered by the Lord 
Talbot at 2 o’clock this morning by the 
light of a. distress flare on land. near 
Iterusak. | 

All were well, but their ‘plane was 
completely wrecked. 

e Hutchinsons and their crew of four 
had been missing since Sunday afternoon, 
when ‘they ‘sent out an S.O.S. announcing 
that they had been forced to come down 
on the sea. The 8.0.5. was received by 
the Lord Talbot, an Aberdeen trawler, 
which immediately started off to the 
reseue, and, in spite of icebergs, fogs and 
other difficulties, never ceased its efforts, 
even when all hope of rescue had almost 
been abandoned. 

The news was announced in the follow- 
ing. message received by the Aberdeen 
owners from Skipper Watson, of the Lord 
Talbot : — 

‘* Pleased to report rescued all off 
Hutchinson’s ’plane. Started 7 a.nm, 
finished 10 a.m. Proceeding Angmag- 
salik. Leaving for fishing ground,”’ 

A previous message from the Lord 
Talbot stated that the trawler, after 
locating the lost fliers in the dark of early 
morning, was standing by until dawn 
before attempting the rescue, which, 
judging from the time it occupied, must 
have been extremely hazardous. 


ANGMAGSALIK REACHED. 

A later message from Copenhagen 
announced that the “Flying Family ” 
arrived safely at Angmagsalik on board 
the Lord Talbot. at 5.30 this afternoon. 
This falsifies the earlier report that they 
had been taken to the Norwegian wireless 
station at Finsbu. 

It appears. that the Hutchinsons’ sea- 
plane was forced down by a snowstorm, 
and drifted about ten miles before striking 
the coast. 

No Danish ships will leave Angmag- 
salik before August, 1953, and the 
Hutchinson family will probably return 
on board the Lord Talbot. The aeroplane 
is to be left.

£250 TAKEN FROM A COAT. 

While Mr. P. C. Roche, of Great Crosby, 
Liverpool, who arrived in Dublin from 
England yesterday morning, was washing 
his hands in the basement of the Plaza, 
Dublin, before handing in a number of 
books: of sweepstake counterfoils and a 
considerable sum of money, his coat, 
which contained the money, was stolen 
from a peg. 

He gave chase in the direction which he 
thought the thief had taken, but was un- 
able to see him. The matter was imme- 
diately reported to the Hospitals’ Trust 
authorities at the Plaza and to the Civic 
Guards at Store street barrack.

CITY MANAGER'S 


REMARKS. 


N his observations on the official report 
of the cost of constructing a marine 
lake at Dollymount, the City Manager 
stresses the already heavy burden of debt 


pressing need of spending in other direc- 
tions. He remarks as follows:— 

“ Tt will be remembered that the cost 
for the completion of the scheme, as esti- 
mated by the engineers of the Marine 
Lake Conference, amounted to £59,742. 
The City Engineer’s estimate for partial 
works only amounts to £234,000. This 
figure does not include the cost of con- 
structing pleasure-boat. jetties, fencing In 
of bathing grounds and paddling pools, 
or for legal, engineering or contingent ex- 
penses, or acquisition of lands or laying 
ont of road along the foreshore, the cost 
of which should bring the total expendi- 
ture up to approximately £300,000. 

“ Since the subject’ was first raised in 
December, 1930, the members of the City 


-Council have obtained a more intimat- 


knowledge of the vast extent and urgency 
of the housing problem in Dublin, and 
the enormous capital sums which the 
Dublin Corporation will have to raise to 
meet the necessary housing schemes. 
‘‘On the 3ist March last the city debt 
was £4,595.000, and since then—in a 


| little over six months—the debt has in- 
| creased by £1,150,000, advancing the total 


to virtually five and three-quarter million 
pounds. Many millions more debt must 
be incurred before a solution of the 
housing problem is in sight. | 

“ With the certain prospect of further 
huge expenditures for such a vital service, 
and the likelihood of large and unavoid- 
able expenses on the waterworks and other 
essentials of public health or urgent civic 
improvements, it would, in my opinion, 
be unjustifiable to still further add to the 
city’s financial burdens a debt of some 
£300,000 for an amenity such as the pro- 
posed marine lIake.”’ 


ENGINEER’S REPORT. 


Mr. Moynihan’s: report makes par- 
ticular reference to the considerations of 
Mr. Mallagh, Engineer to the Dublin 
Port and Docks Board, and is as follows: 
“To deal with the proposals set out in 
the report of Messrs. Murphy and Higgin- 
botham, Hon. Engineers to the Marine 
Lake Conference, it was necessary to find 
if they were feasible, and, if so, whether 
the prices given for carrying out of the 
works outlined were reasonable, The prin- 
cipal item in the proposals was the im- 
pounding of the water between Bull Island 
and the mainland by the construction of 
a dam at Dollymount and another at 
Sutton which would impound a lake the 
level of which would be maintained at 
14.25 feet above Ordnence datum. This 
proposal could. not be entertained by the 
Engineer to the Port Board. A certain 
proportion of the water which enters the 
strait between Bull Island and the main- 
land each tide is counted upon for scour 
action on the harbour channel at the ebb 
flow, and Mr. Mallagh is definite in hit 
decision that his Board cannot agree to 
the above suggestion. When I discussed 
the matter with him he was, however, 
agreeable to have the level fixed at 15 
feet above Ordnance datum, at whicn level 
a lake of 775 acres would be impounded. 
The lowering of the level of the lake 
obviously means an enormous increase in 
the amount of excavation required to 
afford a channel 400 feet wide with the 
saine depth of water as visualised by the 
promoters. 

“At present, with a normal spring tide 
at 14.50 Ordnance datum, 40 million cubic 
feet flows through the harbour. When the 
tide is at 13 feet Ordnance datum the 
discharge is 25 million cubic feet per tide. 
Mr. Mallagh is prepared to forego the 
scour due to tides below the 13-foot level 
provided he gets at each tide all the water 
between 13 feet and the height the tide 
rises to over the whole area of the lake 
impounded. To get this quantity of water 
into the harbour between tides a weir 
2,500 feet long would be required, the pro- 
vision of which is impracticable, and 
sluices are, therefore, necessary. I have 
provided for thrée sluices of the Stoney 
type, 40 feet wide, mechanically operated, 
to be installed. at the Bull Bridge 
barrage. 


THE BREAKWATER. 


‘The construction of the breakwater 
at the Sutton end will require to be such 
as to withstand the heavy seas due to a 
gale from a southerly direction, and an 
earthen embankment with rubble pitched 
facing is out of the question. Mr. 
Mallagh agrees that the embankment 
which I show in cross section is the most 
suitable, and the type best caleulated uo 
resist the erosive action of the waves. As 
will be seen. it consists of a core of 
material excavated from the foreshore en- 
closed by reinforced concrete sheathings, 
the toes of which are protected on each 
side by rows of special non-corrosive inter- 
locking steel piling driven well into the 
impervious clay. This embankment, 
which is 1,477 lineal ycrds long, carries 
a road of 40ft. wi<.. overall. 

“On first consideration it would appear 
that there would not require to be any 
openings in this embankment, but if such 
were the case the water would not enter 
through the Dollymount s!uices in suff- 
cient time to fill the laks to level of the 
tides above 13ft. Ordnance datum. Fur. 
ther, if all the water were to enter the 
lake from the Dollymount end an ex- 
cessive in-scour to the harbour would be 


caused, to which the Port Engineer would 


object. 

‘To obtain the water from the Sutton 
end it is proposed to put five 40ft. sluices 
in the. breakwater mechanically operated, 
and of the same type as those at. Dollv- 
mount. — . 

.““The floor of those sluices will be at 


a level of 5ft. Ordnance datum, and will. 


consist of a concrete raft carried en 
piling driven.into the hard clay stratum, 
and surrounded by steel sheet piling

lar sea drive approximately 4 miles in 
length from Sutton to the Bull Bridge 
at Dollymount. The existing strand, 
nearly three miles long, except during 
high spring tides, is an excellent motor’ 
track. 

“I. estimate that the dredging required 
to provide a channel with a minimum 
depth of 6 feet, as mentioned, would be 
900,000 cubic yards, at a cost of £45,000. 
This heavy. expenditure is largely 
occasioned by the necessary alteration in 
the top water level of the lake already 
referred to. 


PREVENTING POLLUTION. 


“ The cost of. forming a reinforced con- 
crete facing wall along the foreshore I 
estimate at £39,000. 

“I am not satisfied that the effluent 
from a sewage disposal works to drain the 
hinterland of the proposed lake should be 
allowed into the lakes. I consider it should 
be by-passed and discharged clear. I 
estimate that an intercepting sewer along 
the foreshore to prevent pollution of the 
lake would cost £350,000. 

‘“‘Tf these items of cost are added 
together we get the following figures for 
the main items of expenditure :— 


Construction of 2 dams 
Dredging 
Foreshore Wall 


“ Of course, the remark I have already 
made regarding the estimated cost of the 
dams applies equally to these figures, as 
detail plans have not been made out.

Bet 1 the Von Papen Government 
should depart from the path of legality and 
rely. upon the bayonets of the Reichswehr 
we would not in the least feel ourselves 
further beund by the oath of our leader.

SHELBOURNE’S VICTORY. 


“CROSS.CHANNEL PLAYERS SHINE 
AT RINGSEND.

HERE were no surprises in last week- 
zg end’s Free State League programme, 
and it is becoming fairly certain that 
Cork and Dundalk are going to make an even 
bigger effort than last year to bring the 
League Championship out of Dublin for the 
first time, Last season Shamrock Rovers 
were better match-winners than either of 
them, and even though Cork led for a good 
rt of the season, most people felt that 
overs wonld eventually come out on top. 
: ban though only a 
month of the present 
campaign has passed 
—and it is early to 
make atty forecasts— 
it does not seem 
possible for the Mill- 
town team to repeat 
last year's victory. 
They would have to 
make a most re- 
markable recovery to 
atone for three de 
feats in four matches, 
and their play gives 
no indication that 
such a recovery will 
be forthcoming. 
Most danger to the 
provincial clubs will come from Shelbourne, 
but whether they will prove consistent enough 
is a matter of doubt. Are they capable of 
beating their chief rivals: on the latter's 
ground’? They have nearly always proved 
far more dangerous at Ringsend than any: 
where, and while they have gained their two 
really important wins so far on their own 
ground, they were well and truly beaten at 
Dundalk. Still, their victory last Saturday 
will give them great satisfaction and a return 
of the confidence that must have been shaken 


at Dundalk. 


AN IMPROVED DEFENCE. —. 

I was chiefly impressed by the big im- 
provement in the Shelbourne defence. Astley 
was the man of the match, and showed for 
the first time that he is capable of rising to 
great heights. His interceptions and sense 
of position in the second half were brilliant, 
and for a defender he is exceptionally fast. 
Possibly, for this reason he takes a lot of 
chances, and if things are not coming off for 
him his partner and the goalkeeper will have 
an anxious time. On Saturday, however, 
he dominated Smith and Fullam, and was 
nble to assist Byrne on the few occasions 
the latter was pressed. Byrne makes an 
ideal partner for Astley, as he is so extremely 
steady.

MALONEY’S GOOD FORM. 

I was very struck by the play of the half- 
backs, who are certainly the strongest part 
of the team. Hitherto Maloney has been 
more destructive than constructive, bat on 
Saturday he gave able assistance to his 
forwards, while always a Ray to be in the 
right place in defence. olmes and McDaid 
were both very good, and deserve praise for 
their opportunism in getting the goals. Even 
though a first-class goal-keeper would pro- 
bably have saved both they were excellent 
efforts, especially Holmes’s. The forwards 
were rather feeble, but the early izjury to 
Wonnacott, which forced him to retire antil 
half-time and made him more or less a pas- 
senger at outside-left afterwards, disorgarised 
the whole line.

and who would be prepared to dispose of at 
least a portion of it. 
My. Nash, agricultural instructor, 
said that he had examined over 400 acres of 
wheat in the county. Many farmers had 
from six to eight acres, especially of spring 
wheat, and the largest single area under 
wheat was eleven statute acres. 
Mr. James Brophy, County Councillor, 
said that winter wheat was a. failure 
whereve: it was not sown in October. 


WHEN CROP FAILED. 


Mr. Humphreys said that the ~~ in some 
aces failed, especially a good deal of 
Yeoman variety. He came across some your 
crops of Satin and Stettin wheat, and the 
latter was free from smut, 

Mr. T. Drew (Secretary)—How many 
barrels do you estimate would be available 
for seed ’—If the price was reasonable there 
would be a good deal for sale. What I have 
examined would provide seed for about 2,400 
acres. According to the returns supplied by 
the Civic Guards there would be something 
like 1,500 acres under wheat in Co. Kilkenny. 

Mr. Brophy—Uniess seed is sown in suit- 
able land it is not gomg to be a success. 

Mr. Humphreys said that the owner of a 
crop of wheat which had been threshed—a 
very fine sample of Yeoman—estimated the 
yield at eighteen barrels per Irish acre.
